Nebraska Hopes to Lasso OSU Today 
and Stay Atop Big 8 Race 


Nebraska, riding a six-game winning streak and ranked No. 4 
in the country this week, hopes to shoot down the Oklahoma State 
Cowboys in Lincoln this afternoon and stay tied for the Big 8 lead 
with Oklahoma. 

Tom Osborne's Huskers are 6-1 overall, their only blemish to 
No. 3 Alabama, 20-3, in the first game of the season, and 3-0 in the 
Big 8. Jim Stanley's Cowboys are 2-5 overall, losing their first five 
contests, and 2-1 in the conference. 

Last Saturday, both teams triumphed. as Nebraska beat Col- 
orado, 52-14, at Boulder and Oklahoma State defeated Kansas, 
21-7, at Stillwater, For OSU, it was the Cowboys second straight 
league win. On Oct. 14 in Stillwater, the "Pokes also defeated 
Colorado, 24-20. 

In the Huskers win over Colorado, Nebraska's Offensive Player 
of the Game was senior running back Rick Berns, who rushed for 
ot ae on 17 carries and scored twice, on runs of five and 10 
yards. 

Defensive Player of the Game was senior linebacker Lee Kunz, 
who had 10 tackles, including seven unassisted stops. The Husk- 
ers win over Colorado was Nebraska's 11th straight victory over 
the Buffs and the 16th NU win in the last 17 meetings between the 
two schools. 

Osborne, in his sixth year as head coach at Nebraska, has a 
school and career record of 52-14-2, for an excellent winning per- 
centage of .779. 

In the Cowboys win over Kansas, OSU was led by running 
backs, sophomore Worley Taylor and freshman Terry Suellentrop. 
Taylor rushed for 82 yards on 20 carries, while Suellentrop got 79 
yards on 20 carries and scored once. 

Defensively, the Cowboys were paced by sophomore defensive 
end Curtis Boone and senior linebacker John Corker. Boone had 
10 tackles, two fumble recoveries and one pass broken up, while 
Corker contributed 15 tackles. 

Nebraska leads the Husker-Cowboy series 15-2-1. Last year in 
Stillwater, Nebraska beat Oklahoma State on regional ABC-TV, 
31-14. The Huskers have not lost to an OSU squad since 1960 and 
‘61, with one tie occurring during the 1973 season, 7-7.

The Nelson Professor in the College of Business Ad- 
ministration evolved from a fund established by Mr. and 
Mrs. Karl H. Nelson of Nebraska City to bring distin- 
guished professors to campus for enrichment of the Cen- 
ter’s instructional and research capabilities.

High school and junior college teachers throughout the 
state will be offered credit courses and workshops de- 
signed to enhance their explanations of the American 
business system to their students.

Research relates to teaching interests 


As the center for graduate educa- 
tion for business and economics in 
Nebraska, the College of Business 
Administration is keenly aware of its 
research responsibility. Efforts to find 
ways of making Nebraska and the na- 
tional business and economic systems 
more efficient and effective are an in- 
tegral part of the daily activity of the 
college. 

Much of the college’s research effort 
is made by the members of its faculty, 
who use their knowledge from re- 
search to teach courses taken by over 
4000 UNL students each year. In ad- 
dition, the small professional staff of 
the Bureau of Business and Economic 
Research is directly responsible for 
following the course of the Nebraska 
economy. For over 50 years, the 
bureau has carefully gathered data on 
the state’s economy and has been re- 
porting it in its quarterly publication, 
Business in Nebraska. 

The bureau is currently developing 
a computer model based on these data 
series for making quarterly forecasts 
of such economic factors as industrial 
output, cash farming receipts, em- 
ployment, total personal income and 
retail sales. Through a federal-state 
cooperative arrangement, the bureau 
is the officially designated agency to 


make annual population estimates for 
the state and each of its counties. Be- 
sides the ongoing projects, the bureau 
engages in many shorter term re- 
search efforts. Recently completed are 
studies of migration patterns within 
the state and a projection of the Ne- 
braska labor force and total personal 
income for the year 2000. 

One of the oldest and best such or- 
ganizations in the country, the Bureau 
of Business and Economic Research in 
the College of Business Administra- 
tion is headed by Don Pursell, a labor 
economist. “The volatility of the im- 
portant agricultural sector means that 
keeping tabs on the Nebraska 
economy is a Challenging task,” says 
Pursell, but he hastens to add, “The 
job is made easier by the excellent 
cooperation we receive from the state 
agencies and business firms without 
whose help we couldn’t collect the 
data so necessary for our work.” 

By contrast, the topics investigated 
by the faculty are less easily charac- 
terized for they are as diverse as the 
interests of 75 separate individuals 
can be. In fact, the research of most 
faculty members is closely related to 
their teaching interests. As Professor 
Robert Mittelstaedt, who teaches 
courses in consumer behavior puts it. 


“As do all my CBA colleagues, I teach 
in a rapidly changing field. While the 
results of my studies may be useful to 
others, to me research is always worth 
doing because it helps me keep up 
with the new developments in my 
field. In the end, I believe, research 
supports teaching.” 

Some research in the college is di- 
rectly oriented to teaching and learn- 
ing issues. Professor Richard Metcalf 
is engaged in studies which seek ways 
to make accounting instruction more 
effective. Professor Ira Dolich has re- 
cently completed a study of the rea- 
sons some persons do not complete 
non-traditiona] college courses such 
as those offered by the State Univer- 
sity of Nebraska (SUN) on ETV. 

Others turn their attention to ques- 
tions of direct interest to business de- 
cision makers. Professor Robert Justis 
is studying the accounting systems 
used by small businesses and their 
adequacy for decision making pur- 
poses. Professor John Brasch’s re- 
search is usually directed toward 
ways of stimulating the export sales of 
Nebraska and midwest firms and his 
most recent study is of the role of ex- 
port management companies in the 
foreign sales of manufacturers.

UNL Anthropologists race clock 
to save prehistoric treasures

When 18,000 acres of land disap- 
pear beneath the waters impounded 
behind the Clarence Cannon Dam in 
northeastern Missouri in the next year 
or two, thousands of years of North 
American prehistory will disappear as 
well. 

The University of Nebraska- 
Lincoln, however, is rescuing a sig- 
nificant portion of that prehistory 
under the supervision of Dale R. Hen- 
ning, professor of anthropology. Hen- 
ning was recently awarded a 
$1,200,000 contract by the U.S. Army 
Corps of Engineers to continue ex- 
cavating selected sites in the area af- 
fected by construction of the dam on 
the Salt River near Hannibal. 

Henning has been principal inves- 
tigatory for archaeological research in 
the Cannon Dam area since 1974. At 
that time, the Corps of Engineers 
awarded contracts totalling $800,000 
to UNL which authorized Henning to 
survey the dam's “normal pool” area 
as well as 47,000 acres surrounding 
lands to be affected by the dam proj- 
ect. Henning'’s survey, completed in 
the spring of 1977, located 2,000 sites 
worth investigating, of which he 
selected 27—less than two per cent of 
the total—for intensive excavation. 

“The sites selected,”” Henning said, 
were picked because they appeared 
most likely to yield the kinds of in- 
formation needed to construct an

archaeological record of the region 
before the beginning of recorded his- 
tory.” 

Although Henning is principal in- 
vestigator, the Cannon Dam project is 
under the direction of Michael 
O'Brien, a recent Ph.D. graduate of the 
University of Texas at Austin. O'Brien 
is on the job year round at the site, in 
the summertime directing as many as 
85 local residents and students from 
UNL and other universities in exca- 
vation of sites which have yielded 
materials and information about early 
North American peoples from ap- 
proximately 9,000 years ago to 800

years ago. 

The Cannon Dam project was un- 
dertaken as the result of the Arch- 
aeological Conservation Act passed 
by Congress in 1974 which requires 
that efforts be made to preserve arch- 
aeological sites in areas affected by 
projects such as the Cannon Dam, and 
if preservation is not feasible, to do 
everything possible to recover as 
much as possible beforehand. Hen- 
ning, who had been involved in exca- 
vations in the area since the early 
1960's, was awarded the Corps of En- 
gineers contracts after he conducted a 
survey of the area for an environmen-

tal impact statement prepared by the 
Missouri Botanical Gardens. 

The Cannon Dam project is one of 
more than 35 ongoing projects cur- 
rently being funded by federal and 
private sources which provide re- 
search opportunities for faculty mem- 
bers and archaeological experience 
for many UNL students. Henning said 
the annual operating budgets for the 
various projects totals more than half 
a million dollars annually, financing 
operations in Nebraska, North and 
South Dakota, and even on Japan's 
Island of Hokkaido, in addition to the 
Cannon Dam project.

There is change and progress in the 
air at the College of Business Admin- 
istration at the University of 
Nebraska-Lincoln. 

Dr. Gary Schwendiman was for- 
mally appointed new dean of the col- 
lege at the March, 1978, Regents 
meeting. He has a diverse background 
in academic and business organiza- 
tions with experience in the states of 
Washington, Utah, West Virginia and 
Michigan. He came to UNL from the 
General Motors Corporation where he 
was in the department of Organiza- 
tional Behavior and Communication 
at General Motors Institute. the Edu- 
cational and Management Develop- 
ment Division of GM. Prior to his ap- 
pointment as Dean, Schwendiman 
served four years as associate dean of 
the college. He is known for em- 
phasizing quality of education, con- 
cern for individual student needs and 
problems, and establishing effective 
relationships with the business com- 
munity. 


Q. There is some concern among the 
public that academic standards 
today are not as high as they used 
to be. What is the situation in your 
college? 


A. The College of Business Adminis- 
tration has recently taken very 
vigorous action to increase the 
level of academic performance re- 
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quired of students. We are now re- 
quiring that undergraduate stu- 
dents maintain a 2.5 (C+) grade 
point average in order to continue 
their enrollment in the College of 
Business Administration. Our 
dean's list students (top 10 percent 
of each class) were very much in 
favor of these higher standards for 
the college. In addition, the fac- 
ulty recently completed a com- 
prehensive revision of our under- 
graduate curriculum to make it 
among the most rigorous in the 
nation in terms of the preparation 
we require of our students. There 
is also evidence that grade infla- 
tion, which was very serious in the 
late 60's and early 70's, is being 
reversed. The college faculty is 
actively implementing standards 
to stop and reverse grade inflation. 


. I've heard that enrollment of 


women in the business school has 
greatly increased. Is that true? 


. The enrollment of women in the 


college has increased from 218 in 
1972 to 800 currently. I do not see 
this enrollment increase as a short 
term phenonema. but as a funda- 
mental shift in societal values 
which will result in a continuing 
increase in the number of women 
who enroll in the college. Inci- 
dentally, the starting salary for our

women who graduated in last 
spring's class was a thousand 
dollars more per year on the aver- 
age than the starting salary for 
men. 


. To use business language, what 


are some of the College’s major as- 
sets? 


. The two great assets are the faculty 


and students. One hundred per- 
cent of our full time permanent 
faculty are holders of doctoral de- 
grees. Most of them have had 
teaching-research experience at 
other universities and many have 
had practical business or other ex- 
perience which adds to their aca- 
demic qualifications. Our stu- 
dents, 90% of whom come from 
Nebraska, are, for the most part, 
willing to work hard to learn and 
develop. Two deans from other 
leading colleges of business ad- 
ministration who were part of a 
recent academic visitation team to 
the college told me personally that 
they wish they had a student body 
and student leaders as fine as ours. 


. Some people see the life of a uni- 


versity professor as pretty easy 
going, do you agree? 


. Actually, a recent survey showed 


that the average professor in the 
College of Business Administra-

Some faculty members’ research 
concerns historical matters, as is the 
case with the well-known studies of 
railroad history by Professor Charles 
Kennedy, while the research into 
computer-based information systems 
of Professor Richard Schonberger is 
definitely ‘future oriented.” 

Many faculty members’ research 
efforts are concerned with the opera- 
tion of an important segment of the 
private sector of the economy. Profes- 
sor Arthur Kraft has studied the rea- 
sons for the growing participation of 
women in the labor force; Professor 
Kung Chen is studying the link be- 
tween the prices of corporate securi- 
ties and the financial ratios of those 
corporations; Professor Fred Luthans’ 
research examines the relative effec- 
tiveness of various compensation 
plans and supervision techniques; 
and Professor Sang Lee continues his 
studies of decision making in situa- 
tions where there are a number of 
competing goals to be accomplished. 
Among the faculty members in- 
terested in the public sector is Profes- 
sor William Torrence, whose current 
research is designed to determine the 
most effective method of resolving 
labor disputes involving public ser- 
vice employees. 


Given the nature of the U.S. 
economy, it is not surprising that con- 
siderable attention is devoted to the 
relationship between the public and 
private sectors. Professor George 
Rejda is currently studying the eco- 
nomic effects of the Social Security 
System on private pension plans. 
Professor Delores Martin’s research 
concerns the relative costs and bene- 
fits of the U.S. Weather Bureau and 
the several privately-owned weather 
services. The research of Professors 
Sanford Grossbart and William Curtis 
focuses on people’s shopping be- 
havior in downtown areas and the 
implications for urban redevelopment 
planning. 

Sometimes the most interested au- 
dience for faculty research is in Ne- 
braska, as will be the case with Profes- 
sor Charles Lamphear’s updating of an 
input-output model of the Nebraska 
economy or Professor Wayne Dobson's 
research to develop a statement of the 
sources and applications of loanable 
funds through the state’s lending in- 
stitutions or Professor Leonard Berek- 
son’s study of Nebraskans’ attitudes 
toward no-fault insurance. In other in- 
stances, faculty research interests a 
national audience. Professor Barry 
Schweig’s recent testimony before the 


Commerce Committee of the U.S. 
House of Representatives was based on 
his research on product liability insur- 
ance. Professor Manferd Peterson also 
testified before the U.S. Senate Bank- 
ing Committee on Correspondent 
Banking and Bank Stock Ownership. 
Professor Robert Allen, who spent the 
most recent two years with the Presi- 
dent’s Council on Wage and Price Sta- 
bility, has returned to UNL to continue 
his research on the causes of inflation. 

It is not possible to list all of the 
research going on in the College of 
Business Administration but the cli- 
mate is probably best summarized in 
the words of Dean Gary Schwendi- 
man, who recently remarked, “From 
the standpoint of the student, CBA is 
probably one of the most exciting 
colleges in the country in which to be 
enrolled. Our faculty members care 
enough about their students to learn 
more about a world which is con- 
stantly changing and which, we all 
hope, our young people can im- 
prove.”
